Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2 1 -23 5 26-36 and 38 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 21-23,26-36, and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Padoan. 

Padoan discloses an electric motor comprising a stator (5) having a bore (12) in which a 
rotor is located, and having a control arrangement connected to the motor, the control 
arrangement having at least one coil (c) with a core (17), the coil being loaded by current of the 
motor, the core of the coil being located on the stator, and the stator comprising iron, the iron 
being used for a magnetic circuit for the coil. 

Regarding claim 22, the core is part of the stator. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Regarding claim 23 , a flux restriction (23) separates the flux of the coil and the flux of 
stator winding. 

Regarding claims 26, the core only extends over part of the axial length of the stator. 

Regarding claim 27, the core is located in a Conner of the cross section. 

Regarding claims 28-29, the stator and the core are formed with laminated sheet plates. 

Regarding claim 30, in an axial direction of the stator consist of at least two different types 
of laminated sheet plates having different shapes (19 and 5), of which one has no core (19) 
forming area. 

Regarding claim 3 1 , the coil is fitted on a coil carrier (17) shaped to be pushed onto the 

core. 

Regarding claims 32-34, the radially oriented core is located in a volume in the stator is 
closed by a cover (19). 

Regarding claim 38, including several coils, each coil having its own core (c coil and 
motor winding). 



3. Claims 24-25, and 39-40 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
